To the Editor of The National Anti-Slavery Standard. 

In a late issue of yonr able and faithful journal, I 
noticed yoor strictures upon the Thanksgiving discourse 
of Mr. Boynton. Severe as he and his friends may regard 
these strictures, they cannot even attempt to refute them. 
The humiliating position to which Mr. Boynton.is reduced, 
compared with his past professions, is one not of yonr, 
but of bis owo, choosing. Much as he may feel under 
yonr exposure, he cannot but respect the fidelity of yoor 
course. In the maintenance of principle, no man is to be 
“ known after the flesh.” Nor can au apostate 
spect himself. If, on some point of faith and order, one 
should receive new light and honestly avow his new con¬ 
victions, the change is by no means discreditable. But, 
after espousing a cause deeply founded in every feeling 
of humanity and principle of ethics, no man can aposta¬ 
tize therefrom withont disgrace aud ruin. Far more 
leniency is due the benighted heathen, or even the tutored 
sinner whose bravery never equalled an open profession. - 
The Apostle bnt expresses the honest indignation of all] 
noble minds against apostates when he likens them to 
“ the dog returning to his vomit, and the sow to her wal¬ 
lowing in the mire.” That yon have not misjudged the 
author of the discourse is evident from other public evi¬ 
dences of his defection. 'Bhe writer of these lines beard 
him, last summer (on Christian Union), urge tbe duty of | 
fellowshipping all, North and South, who in common hold 
a few evangelical truths. Tbe crime of slavebolding, or 
of apologizing therefor, was not once named as any bar 
to Christian commnnion. On the contrary, his discourse 
implied that such characters ought not, for their pro¬ 
slavery opinions and deeds, to be kept out of the large 
catholic union for which he contended. All this bnt har¬ 
monizes with the eulogy bestowed upon him, some months 
ago, by one of his leading members. On being solicited 
to subscribe for au anti-slavery religious paper, he said 
he had taken for years was tbe best in Amerioa, 
and left him in no need of any other. The gentleman 
asking his subscription inquired the name of his snperior 
paper, and was told it was The New York Observer. Having 
been referred to this brother as one of Mr. Boynton’s best 
anti-slavery members, who would be likely to patronize a 
paper of this cast, the solicitor, under disgust, expressed 
wonder that he should praise such a paper, pass for an 
Abolitionist, and support Buch a preacher as Mr. Boynton 
professed to be. He replied that, years ago, Mr. B.’s undue 
agitation of the Southern institution had annoyed him, 
but recently he had grown more wise and prudent! These 
and other “signs of the times” leave no room to doubt 
that this pastor aud people are prepared to hand their 
once uplifted standard against the pro-slavery enemy into 
braver and, we hope, truer hands, or else rIIow it to trail 
i tbe dost of disgrace. 

Besides, we have serious indications of a yet more 
lamentable defection in some of the members of tbe Free 
Presbyterian Church. Soon after the meeting of the New 
School Assembly at Cleveland, one Mr. Bradford, of New 
Castle, Pa., wrote to one Mr. Rankin, of Ripley, O. (both 
members of the Free Church), about forming a union with 
that body. Mr. Rankin replied, through the organ of his 
Church, that he considered the necessity for a separate 
organization over, and proposed a consolidation of the 
two bodies. As most of the members of the Free Church 
from the New School, and tbe proposition to 
return was submitted by one of their most aged and influ¬ 
ential members, the integrity of the whole organization 
seemed to Btand in eminent peril. But a few of their 
more steadfast writers, including Mr. Gordon, their editor, 
resisted this apostatizing measure, and it was quietly sur¬ 
rendered. Their paper, being suspended for a time under I 
the declining health of its editor, was revived and ~ 
moved to Cincinnati. Matters went on prosperously m 
the meeting of their Synod last fall, when the aforesaid 
i, Rankin and Bradford, introduced and carried 
through an overture to tbe New School Assembly for an 
organic union on a single condition. Having lost one of 
their wings South, and expressed their sincere regret over 
the event, lately, at Chicago, the leaders of this most 
temporizing New School body had maneuvered up this 
new policy to fill up their thinning ranks. On due con¬ 
sultation with New School schemers, Mr. Bradford had 
prepared, before his Synod met, this document, which he 
aptly termed diplomatic. Clearly it is far more 
biblomatic. Under the dissent of some seven or eight 
members of the Free Synod, it passed, and Mr. Bradford 
appointed to present it to the Assembly at Wilming- 
It congratulates the Assembly over the declaration 
that there are no longer any slaveholding Presbyteries 
its connection ; argues the responsibility of each church- 
member for the open wrongs of his brethren ; admits that 
sometimes the relation of master and slave may not in- 
volve sin ; and then asks the Assembly to erect a wall 
sufficiently high to keep sinful slaveholders hereafter ont-1 
side of its communion! This latter thing being done, the 
return of the Free Church is to occur forthwith. 

The attendance in Synod was not full, and one of its 
ain Presbyteries has since spoken out against the mea- 
,re. To it the plainest common sense and honesty inter¬ 
pose fatal objections.

NEW YORK LEGISLATURE. 

.The Legislature of New York assembled in the Capitol 
t Albany on Tuesday last. Mr. Campbell, the newly 
elected Lieut.-Governor, took the chair in the Senate. 
In the Assembly, Hon. De Witt C. Littlejohn, of Oswego, 
was choBen Speaker ; Wm. Richardson, of Albany, Clerk ; 
D. M. Prescott, of Oneida, Sergeant-at-Arms. All Repub¬ 
licans. 

The message of Gov. Morgan is an able paper, such 
Might be expected from a clear-headed man of business. 
After treating of State affairs at considerable length, tbe 
Governor concludes with this passage upon (he slavery 
question, which, thongb np to the Republican level, falls 
far short of the ground upon which the Empire State 
ought to stand. The avowal that the State “ will submit ” 
to the extension and perpetuation of slavery by the power 
of the Federal Government, if snch shall be the decision 
of Congress, is degrading on moral grounds, and a direct 
invitation to the Slave Power to go forward in the policy 
of aggression. This idolatrous subserviency to tbe Union 
is the curse of our politics. If we are not disappointed in 
utterance of such a sentiment by Gov. Morgan, it il 
because he had never given us reason to expect anything I 
better. 

“ The State of New York has consistently maintained _ 
conservative attitude with regard to those of her sister 
States which cherish systems of labor differing from her 
own. Disclaiming all right or wish to interfere with tbe 
domestic concerns of any community outside of her own 
limits, she insists on her l ight to maintain, wherever tbe 
issue shall be legitimately presented, the superiority of 
liberty over slavery, whether asm condition of personal 
enjoyment, of intelleclnal and moral development, or of 
social and genet al well-being. 1 

While herself slaveholding, she voted to prohibit by 
of Congress the extension of slavery into Federal ter¬ 
ritory, as, thirty years later, she voted to exclude it from 
Missouri and from the Federal territory stretching north¬ 
ward and westward from that State. 

“ Nearly twenty years later Ihe question recurred with 
reference to territories then about to be acquired from 
Mexico, and again her voice was raised, distinelly and 
emphatically, on the side of civilization and hnmanUy. 
Throughout the struggle Which preceded and attended 
the organization and settlement of Kansas, her devotion 
to the cause of free labor was never doubtful nor luke¬ 
warm. No sophistry has sufficed to blind her to the fact 
that the establishment of slavery upon territory hitherto 
free would be a calamity and a wrong, for which not 
oniy the handful of settlers who had already drifted upon 
the soil of snch Territory, but the whole Americen peo¬ 
ple who permitted such establishment, would be justly 
held responsible. To contravene the settled policy of 
our revolutionary statesmen, and remit the question of 
slavery or no slavery in a Territory to the unchecked 
volition of a majority of tbe first hundred or thousand . 
persons who might happen to halt npon its soil, is to con¬ 
cede the fundamental assumption of those who entertain 
different opinions npon the subject, that no national, no 
moral considerations are involved in the issue between 
free and slave labor, bnt that the preference of one, 
the other, is to be determined by climate, adaptation 
tropical or non-tropical products, or by some other purely 
physical condition. It is to refer a grave question, vitally 
affecting the reputation aDd welfare of twenty-five mil¬ 
lions of people, joint owners of a vast national domain, 
any of whom may he, and some of whom, with the de¬ 
scendants of nearly all, in the nature of things must be, 
among the future inhabitants of that domain, to the 
decisions of less than a thousandth part of their number. 

“ This is not genuine popular sovereignty, but the sove¬ 
reignty of chance, of accident, of fleetness in reaching 
and dexterity in appropriating the Territory in question 
—the sovereignty of a few personswver the destinies and 
happiness of millions. New YoA has never assented and 
cannot now assent to a theory which thus divests her of | 
all control over the common heritage of her sons with 
those of her sister Stales, which declares her an alien and 
an intruder on the patrimony acquired by the common 
blood and treasure of the whole American people, aDd 
which virtually proclaims to the world that she cares not 
whether her childreo who migrate westward shall thence¬ 
forth live where manual labor is respected and honored, 
or where it is regarded as the fit employment only of the 
enslaved and degraded. Such indifference is not felt, and 
ought not to be leigned. 

“ Every A.mericau must in his heart desire either that 
slavery should or that it should not be extended into onr 
Federal Territories, atrtl each has a right to proclaim and 
aot upon his choice. If tbe deliberate sentiment of the 
people, constitutionally expressed, shall favor slavery ex¬ 
tension New York will submit, as she has always sub¬ 
mitted, to decisions fairly made, which contravene her 
convictions or her interests, however disappointed by any 
lawful action of the constituted authorities of the United 
States. She has never faltered nor sought redress in acts 
of nullification nor in threats of disunion. She wages 
war upon the institutions nor the interests of her sis- 

_States. While frankly avowing that should the legal 

exclusion of slavery from the Federal Territories conduce 
to the diminution of its influence, and the limitation of | 
its existence, throughout our couutry and the world, that 
fact, bo far from constituting an objection, would afford 
an additional reason for her emphatic adherence to the 
policy of restriction.”

The captain didn’t kill anybody and was 
greatly astonished at finding the tables turned in 
way upon him, aud a police justice, at the bead of a posse of | 
policemen, with pistols and handcuffs in their pockets, 
ready to serve him as he proposed to do the slave. They 
were much disappointed, I was told, that the fight did not 
come off. Tbe captain, I hear, is a Boston mao, and is a 
credit to our schools and churches, of whom we cannot be 
too prood. _ d.
